PUT TO DEATH BY THE SWORD. 


T h t Kx fM’titlo n o f Tlir** H ardenrd Ro Mwf» 
by ffeadfftiien o f Slum. 
Preparation» were made by inserting 
in th e grou nd th ree bamboo crosses 
abou t two feet in length , to wh ich th e 
arms of th e doomed men were to l>e 
tied, th ey sitting on th e grou nd, and 
th ree poles abou t six feet long u pon 
wh ich were to be placed th e h eads of 
th e criminals, say s Col. Jacob Ch ild, 
writing from » Siam to th o Rich mond 
(Mo.) Co n serva to r 
. 
Th is done th e 
crowd was driv en back. 
Th e dolefu l 
sou nd of a gong l>eating at sh ort inter­ 
v als, th o su dden h u sh of th e crow'd, 
told th at th e prisoners W'ero approach ­ 
ing, and in th e center of a squ ad of 
soldiers and policemen th ey entered 
th e place th at h ad been reserv ed, abou t 
th irty feet squ are. 
Th e soldiers and 
police formed in a sipiare as a means of 
keeping th e 
spectators 
back. 
A 
Siamese nobleman ex amined th e crosses 
to see th at ev ery th ing was ready ; th e 
ju dges of th e cou rt were in attendance, 
escorted by attendants bearing swords 
in red v elv et sh eath s. 
Th e prisoners, 
th ree in nu mber (th e king, wh o is v ery 
h u mane, h av ing commu ted th e sentence 
of fou rteen to imprisonment for life on 
h is birth day ), seemed perfectly cool 
and collected. 
Th ey h ad each a long 
bamboo pole, some six feet in length , 
on th eir necks, in th e front of wh ich 
was an ov al piece of wood th rou gh 
wh ich th eir h ands were placed, w ith 
ch ains on th eir necks and legs. 
In a 
sh ort time th e y okes and ch ains on 
th eir necks were taken off,'and, as th e 
grou nd was wet and mu ddy by th e 
tramping of th e crowd, large banana 
leav es were placed on th e 
grou nd 
and th ey were ordered to squ at down 
on th em ; th en th ey were fastened to 
th e crosses, th e flowers and sticks were 
stu ck in th e grou nd in front of th em, 
th o sticks ligh ted, and for a few min­ 
u tes th e v ictims of th e law pray ed most 
ferv ently in silence, th ey h av ing been 
engaged in pray er at th e wat abou t 
fou r h ou rs prev iou s to being brou gh t to 
th e place of ex ecu tion. 
Th is ov er, mu d 
was inserted in th eir ears so th at th ey 
cou ld not h ear th e ex ecu tioners wh en 
th ey approach ed, and wore instru cted 
to lean forward and keep th eir ey es 
riv eted ou th e flowers and bu rning 
sticks. 
Wh ile waiting th o coming of 
th e ex ecu tioners th e ch ief of th e band 
of robbers smoked a cigarette, and it 
w as only by th e h eav ing of h is ch est th at 
one cou ld detect any emotion. 
All of a 
su dden th e crowd parted, th rop ex ecu ­ 
tioners, dressed in red with gold fringe 
on th eir cloth es, glided th rou gh th o 
opening, dancing as th ey came, salu ted 
with th eir sh ining swords, and on reach ­ 
ing th e prisoners th e brigh t 
steel 
flash ed in th e air, y ou h eard a th u d, 
th e h ead fell to one side h anging by a 
piece of skin, and th e law was av enged. 
With anoth er salu te th o ex ecu tioners 
disappeared; th en a man with a sh arp 
knife sev ered th e h eads and stu ck th em 
on th e poles, a h ideou s sigh t, th en 
coolly ch opped th e h ands of th e dead 
men ofih po as to get th o irons th at w ere 
solidly riv eted on, and th e bodies were 
left on th e grou nd for th e v u ltu res to 
eat or th eir friends to steal and giv o 
bu rial after nigh tfall. 
Th e h eads were 
taken off simu ltaneou sly , so qu ick th at 
I cou ld scarcely realize it, and it seems 
to me th at death was instantaneou s, sav e 
th at th e h eads sh owed spasmodic action, 
th e ey es and mou th opening and sh u t­ 
ting, wh ich lasted for some time after 
being on th e poles. 
Th e crowd in attendance was most 
orderly —not a dru nken man to be seen, 
and entire silence prev ailed—and wh en 
th e ex ecu tion was ov er, left th e grou nds 
with ou t th e least confu sion, and th ere 
cou ld not h av e been less th an a th ou ­ 
sand present. 
Th e prisoners w'ere old 
offenders; one of th em, I was informed, 
h av ing been implicated in fifteen rob­ 
beries and sev eral mu rders. 
He was 
th o ch ief, bu t h ad slipped th rou gh th e 
mesh es of th e law' repeatedly by th e 
u se of money ; th e oth ers were y ou nger 
men, and one of worth y parentage, bu t 
h is money did not sav e h im, as an 
ex ample was needed to pu t a stop to 
ou tlawry , ami it h as done so for th e 
robberies h av e ceased and th e band is 
broken u p. 


A Tree as Old as Colu mbu s. 
In all cases o f the hundreds I hav e 
ex amined o f the o aks (the o ldest trees 
o f the fo rest, I think,) I nev er saw but 
o no that was here when Co lumbus dis­ 
co v ered America. 
That o ne was by 
far the largest I ev er saw, and Av as o v er 
(>00 y ears o ld—abo ut twice the age o f 
the o ther largest o nes. 
I co uld no t get 
its ex act age, as it was so decay ed near 
the heart I co uld no t distinguish the 
rings. 
It was between six and sev en 
feet in diameter, fo rked abo ut six ty 
feet up and each fo rk Av as as large as 
the o ther largest trees. 
It Av as no t 
so und eno ugh to make go o d lumber, 
being what is called in this regio n 
“ do ughy ” —a state between so undness 
and ro ttenness. 
It had been do wn a 
y ear befo re I ex amined it—being o ut o f 
the co unty Av lien it was cut—so that it 
was v ery difficult to ex amine it. I hav e 
mislaid mv memo randum o f it, but it 
Av o uld he abo ut as fo llo ws; 
At the age 
o f abo ut 2 0 0 y ears it had so me ill-fnr- 
tune Av hicli caused it to fo rm abo ut 1 0 0 
small rings. It then regained its health 
and fo rmed no rmal r i ng s fo r abo ut 140 
v ears, when ano ther mishap caused 
small rings within the last fifty y ears, 
Av ho n it Av as putting o n fair gro wth 
again. 
This tree Av as abo ut o ne and ct half 
miles so utheast o f Ro ckv ille, Ind., and 
av o s no ted amo ng hunters and A v o o d- 
meii. 
It was a disagreeable, sho wery 
day when I ex amined it, and, fo r that 
reaso n, I did no t ex amine its to p to see 
if dead, ami lo st, and healed-o v er limbs 
co incided Av ith the small rings, but I 
hav e o ften do ne so in o ther cases, and 
fo und 
them to co incide.—America n 
Ea lu ra list.

proportion of foreign food. All Coreans 
are fond of ch ampagne. 
Alth ou gh th e 
king h as been badly deceiv ed at times 
in foreigners, h e still seems to believ e 
in th em, and is v ery friendly to th ose 
Av h ose du ties bring th em in contact with 
h im. 
Some of th em h av e h is confidence 
to a great degree. 
Her majesty seems 
to enjoy seeing foreign ladies. 
Sh e was 
v ery fond of th e late lamented Mrs. 
Foote, and seems qu ite warmly dis- 
posod toward some of th e ladies now 
resident at th e capital. 
Banqu ets are 
not infrequ ently giv en at th e palace in 
foreign sty le, and th at sty le is a v c I I 
su stained.

J o h n s o n , of th e Franklin insti­ 
tu te,. w*as th e first person to su ccessfu lly 
u se anth racite for h eating pu rposes, 
h av ing bu ilt a coal-bu rning fu rnace in 
h is residence in 18 42. 
Williamson & 
Painter are credited with h av ing been 
th e first to constru ct cooking stov es 
to bu rn anth racite; and th e first coal 
th at was taken to Ph iladelph ia, after it 
was discov ered th at th e article cou ld bo 
u sed for domestic pu rposes, Av as sold 
for $21 per ton. 
Th e Williamson & 
Painter cook stov e was simply a cast- 
iron box abou t twenty inch es long, ten 
inch es AAide and six inch es deep, Av itli a 
grate on th e bottom, was on Av lieels, and 
cost $9. 


P ap e r pipes, as manu factu red in 
Germany , are made of h emp paper (not 
rou gh felt paper) and asph alt, as fol­ 
lows: 
Th e h ot paper mass is Av o und 
arou nd a roller by mach inery , and 
Av h en th e desired th ickness h as been 
attained, it is pressed u ntil it gradu ally 
cools and h ardens. 
Th e du rability of 
th ese paper pipes is said to h av e been 
establish ed bey ond 
reach of dou bt, 
wh ile to cu t th o asph alted paper stu ff 
is like cu tting h ard Av ood. 
Th e pipes 
are of a larv a-like black, and at th e first 
glance th ey look like asph alt, being 
smooth with in and rou gh with ou t. For 
Av ater, 
gas, su bterranean telegraph 
Av ires, teleph one condu ctors, etc., th e 
pipes are reported to serv e admirably . 
The best material fo r co gs, where it 
can be o btained, is well-seaso ned seco nd 
gro wth hicko ry ; but maple and birch aro 
ex tensiv ely used fo r this purpo se. If 
co gged wheels are Av ell taken care o f 
they will last fo r y ears Av itho ut reco g­ 
ging. 
Oil sho uld nev er be used o n 
them, as it so ftens the grain and renders 
them spo ngy , and the particles o f wo o d 
crush aAv ay instead o f wearing. 
The 
best preparatio n, in my o pinio n, that 
can be used to lubricate them is fiv e 
po unds o f tallo w, o ne po und o f beesAv ax , 
and when melted to gether abo ut o ne 
po und o f pure plumbago sho uld be 
avcII 
mix ed w ith it. 
This preparatio n sho uld 
be melted and applied Av itli a so ft brush 
in the same manner as paint. 
Gears 
treated in this Av av o nce a Av o ek Av ijl 
Av eur smo o th and he free fro m abrasio n. 
1 kno Av of o ne pair o f gears that has 
been treated in this way that run o v er 
fifteen y ears co nstantly , and altho ugh 
the co gs are co nsiderably Av o rn they are 
liable to last sev eral y ears lo nger. The 
co re wheel has sev enty -fiv e co gs, 2 -inch 
pitfcli and 6 -inch face; the pinio n that 
driv es it has tAv enty -six teeth, same face 
arul pitch, and runs 3 2 0 rev o lutio ns per 
minute, and driv es a Av o rk that requires 
a 3 5-lio rse po Av er.

Av riting is under the co ntro l o f a v ig­ 
ilant censo rship; students are fo rbid­ 
den access to what are regarded as dan­ 
gero us bo o ks; y et tiie no v el, by co nfin­ 
ing itself to the representatio n o f famil­ 
iar o r po ssible facts, manages to elude 
repressio n. 
Ev en 
the sharpest-ey ed 
censo r do es no t read Av liat is Av rit-ten 
between the lines; but it is this part, 
printed as it Av ere in inv isible ink, that 
helps to fill o ut the terrible picture o f 
despair that almo st 
ev ery 
Russian 
no v el co ntains. 
No t merely , then, are 
the literary ho bgo blins dead; they hav e 
nev er liv ed lo ng; their sho ulders Av ere 
to o weak to bear the burden o f ex press­ 
ing real suffering and ho peless misery . 
Their absence is certainly a natural re­ 
sult o f the co nditio n o f affairs; fo r just 
as cruelty begets deceit, so the despo t­ 
ism o f that unhappy land lias taught 
men to attack the abuse o f po Av er by 
po rtray ing its results Av itho ut uttering 
an aggressiv e wo rd o f abuse o r criti­ 
cism. 
Indeed, as a v aluable means o f drill 
in the technicalities o f literature, des­ 
po tism has nev er receiv ed, fro m Av riters 
upo n educatio n, half the praise that it 
deserv es.

Every wo rk in g wo man has the matter in 
her o wn hands.

TI10 cry o f their scarcity 
and inco rn po tency is heard o n every 
hand.

1 lie talk abo ut do mestic service and 
curtailing tho privileges o f the wo rker 
is all Bheer no nsense. 
In all well-reg­ 
ulated ho useho lds the maid has her 
weekly afterno o n and evening o ut and 
her alternate Sunday. 
In almo st every 
ho use tho se regular o utings are supple­ 
mented by o thers, so that her lifo is far 
fro m being tho life o f a priso ner, and 
infinitely mo re free than that o f tho 
so wing-wo man, who must make tho 
mo st o f every available mo ment o r 
starve. 
Mistresses aro generally kind 
and co nsiderate if maids be ciieerful 
and willing. Mo reo ver, ho useho ld wo rk 
is healthful; it.o flfers a diversity that is 
o f itself a relaxatio n to mind and bo dy; 
and, finally, it is better paid than any 
o ther branch o f labo r o pen to unedu­ 
cated wo rkingwo men. 
Indeed, it is 
do ubtful if munv o f the female teachers 
can save as much mo ney as the do mes­ 
tic wo rker iu the co urse o f the year.

but the number engaged in o ther man­ 
ufacto ries wo uld greatly swell these 
figures. 
Fo r instance, abo ut 20,000 
wo men and girls 
are 
cigarmakers. 
Mo re than 21,000 wo rk in the bo o t and 
sho e facto ries, where they 
do the 
meaner so rt o f wo rk—binding, sewing 
o n butto ns, etc., and are very po o rly 
paid. 
There is, mo reo ver, no ehanco o f 
advancement, as the wo rk requires o nly 
a certain amo unt o f manual dexterity, 
which is readily acquired by a child, 
and thus the wages o f the wo man are 
kept at the lqvel o f tho se o f a child. 
Experience and trustwo rthiness co unt 
fo r 
naught. 
“No thing,” 
says the 
writer, “is mo re effectual in pro ducing 
abjectness o f character, and deadening 
the mo ral and intellectual nature, than 
a mean, servile co nditio n which ho lds 
o ut no ho pe o f change o r impro vement, 
ami in which the co mpensatio n is in­ 
sufficient to affo rd tho means o f co m- 
o rtable living. ” 


THE OPPRESSION OF THE WEAK. 
Notwith stan d in g th ese ap p aren t d raw 
backs, the fact remains that 45 per 
cent, o f the emplo yes in many manufac­ 
turing enterprises aro wo men. 
That 
they are in reality mere beasts o f bur­ 
den—part o f tho machinery—do es no t 
deter them fro m seeking such .emplo y­ 
ment. Carro ll D. W right, United .States 
Co mmissio ner o f Labo r, calls attentio n 
to the fact that in all departm ents where 
men o nly are emplo yed the ho urs o f 
labo r are but ten, but where the wo men 
and childro n prepo nderate» the ho urs 
are eleven o r mo re, and asks why it is 
that the weakest, the mo st helpless and 
dependent, are lo aded with mo re ho urs, 
while the stro ng and tho se better able 
to l>ear it have fewer ho urs to wo rk ? 
This is a questio n that has bo thered 
many a head, and has been vainly asked 
o ver and o ver again. 
Ways and means 
lo o king to a betterm ent o f the co nditio n 
o f the wo rkingwo men have been dis­ 
cussed; a few o f them have assumed 
tangible shape and have been fo llo wed 
by satisfacto ry results. 
These are 
mainly clubs, which lo o k to tho ameli­ 
o ratio n o f the so cial co nditio n o f mill 


Farm Life in Californ ia« 
The great staple pro duct o f Califo r­ 
nia is wheat, o f which abo ut fifty mil­ 
lio n bushels, wo rth mo re than* fo rty 
millio ns o f do llars, are raised in a go o d 
| year, fo ur-fifths o f which are expo rted. 
! 
This wheat is mo stly raised 011 largo 
ranches by co ntract. The wheat-gro wer 
is 110 mo re a farmer than he is a mino r 
o r miller. 
Ho lets o ut his plo wing and 
seeding by tho acre, and bo rro ws mo ney 
fro m the banks to pay the bill, giving 
security o n the gro wing cro p. 
In harvest-time a co ntracto r co mes o n 
the gro und with his harvesters, thresh­ 
ers, and separato rs, an o utfit co sting 
as much as five tho usand do llars. 
Ho 
brings his o wn cro w 
o f twenty or 
twenty-five men, who mo ve abo ut fro m 
place to jilace, living like gypsies in the 
o pen air. 
They gather in the bro ad 
fields o f grain at the rate o f mo re than 
o no tho usand bushels ]>er day, and 
leave the cro p neatly piled up in sacks, 
to which the rancher has no t put his 
hand fro m first to last. 
Mo re mo ney is 1 » o rro wed fro m the 
banks at the rate o f o no and o no - half 
per cent, per mo nth to pay fo r the 
harvesting, und so me time o r any time, 
befo re 
the rainy seaso n begins, the 
sacks aro carted either to the river o r 
railro ad, and sent to market. 
The raucher is to all intents and pur­ 
po ses a capitalist, o r, perhaps, a manu-

METHODS FOR A CURE. 
As a remedy fo r this system o f o p­ 
pressio n the writer in the Review, to 
who m we have referred, suggests that 
the wo rkingwo men 
o rganize trades- 
unio ns to determine the ho urs and 
wages o n the same plan that the trades- 
unio ns fo r men are no w carried o n. 
This might, it is true, better their co n­ 
ditio n in a measure, but tlie system is 
beset with difficulties that I fear wo uld 
be mo re wearing and tearing to the 
average wo man than tho to iling and 
scrimping that she no w endures. 
The 
kind o f o rganizatio n that wo uld do 
away with child-labo r in tho facto ries 
wo uld be mo re to the po int. 
It wo uld 
make ro o m fo r mo re wo men and wo uld 
undo ubtedly raise their Mages to the 
level o f wo men’s wo rk. 
WHERE ORGANIZATION MAY DO GOOD. 
But sad as is the co nditio n o f female 
o peratives in the mills, that o f the wo ­ 
men who fight the wo lf fro m the do o r 
with the po int o f a needlo is infinitely 
wo rse. 
Fo r them there are no ho urs, 
no Sundays, abso lutely no time fo r re­ 
creatio n. 
I do no t refer to the skilled 
dressmakers, o r the acco mplished seam­ 
stresses who fashio n dainty wear fo r 
fashio n's favo rites, but to the sewing- 
wo man who makes a heavy pair o f 
wo rkingman’s tro users fo r 7 cents, o r a 
shirt fo r G o r 8 cents. 
It is easy 
to see that these po o r creatures can 
hardly find time to eat o r sleep, much 
less fo r recreatio n. 
It is o nly by un­ 
ceasing labo r, twelve o r fifteen ho urs a 
day, and seven days in tlie week, that 
they are able to ward o ff starvatio n and 
keep the life in their wretched bo dies 
at a ll 
And tho co nditio n o f the 
clo akmakers antk tho se 
who 
make 
wo men’s 
underclo thing is no t much 
better. 
Co mparatively few 
wo men 
no \#hdays 
have 
their 
underwear 
made at ho me. 
After buying the ma­ 
terials scarcely anything is left to pay 
fo r the making; they find it much 
cheaper and quite as satisfacto ry to buy 
these garments ready-made. 
But it is 
clear that they are cheapened by tho 
heart’s blo o d o f the sewing-wo men who 
make them, and no t by pecuniary lo ss 


margin o f pro fit is hardly eno ugh to 
keep him in idleness during the greater 
part o f the year. 
Every wheat-gro wer in Califo rnia is 
no t o f this so rt, but every well-info rmed 
perso n will reco gnize the characteristics 
o f a class sufficiently numero us to affo rd 
a basis fo r distinct and peculiar metho ds 
o f business, bo th as regards co ntracts, 
transpo rtatio n, and finances. 
It is to the thrifty ivheat-gro wer th at 
tho emplo y men t o f the Chinaman be­ 
co mes a necessity if lie wo uld vary liis 
husbandry, and avail himself fully o f 
the seaso n’s o ppo rtunities. In planting, 
weeding and digging, the Chinaman 
excels, and the testimo ny o f many a 
rancher is that witho ut Chinese labo r 
his farming wo uld no t be successful. 
In grape culture the co mmo n practice 
in 
tlie state is wasteful. 
Early in 
March, the plo ugh is put amo ng the 
vines to remo vo weeds that careful 


j culture wo uld never have perm itted to 
gro w. 
The weeds co me o ut, and so do 
all the tender ro o ts near tlie surface. 
During the summer the vines are 
co mmo nly allo wed to run until they 
co ver the gro und with sho o ts fro m ten 
to fifteen feet lo ng; then there is a 
spasm o f pruning, and they aro all cut 
back just at tho time when tho who le 
strength o f the fo liago is required to 
mature the juices in the rapidly swel­ 
ling fru it 
The co mmo n price fo r grapes is fro m 
twenty to thirty do llars per to n, acco rd­ 
ing to the variety and quality, and tho 
gro wer has so little margin fo r pro fit 
that ho can o nly emplo y industrio us 
and steady labo rers at small wages. 
As a co nsequence, the mo st successful 
grape-gro wers aro co mpelled to emplo y 
Chinamen in their vineyards. 
Gener­ 
ally the mo re successful the man, tho 
mo re Chinamen 
he 
emplo ys; their 
wages are fro m twenty to twenty-five 
do llars per mo nth witho ut bo ard. 
The emplo yment o f the Chinese be­ 
co mes mo re and mo re o f a necessity o n 
acco unt o f the high wages demanded 
by the white labo rers.— Yo u th 's Co m' 
R a n io n .

THE WHIRLING RAVAGER 


BEGINS ITS WORK EARLY AND WITH 
TERRIBLE ENERGY. 


A Section of Ohio Dev astated by the 
Fury of the Dreaded 
Cy clone. 


Startin'« Ferry Lone« 1 00 H o b ni That 
Are W recked Ov er th e Head« of the Oc­ 
cupant*—A Score or So W ounded, of 
W hom Some W ill D ie—O ther Place« 
Suffer—Two

Lossea by Fire. 


F jttsburo , P a, April 16.—The Times 
special from Wheeling , W. V a, « ay s: A 
storm-cloud, accompanied by heavy wind 
and hall, swooped down on the town of 
Mar­ 
tin's Ferry , Ohio, at 4:15 o'clock Friday after­ 
noon. 
The day had been « ultry , and at 4 
o’clock a heavy bank of lig ht-colored clouds 
appeared in the west. 
The first ink ling the 
residents had of the storm was a shrill roar, 
which attained such terrific volume as to be 
beard plainly a mile away . The cy clone 
■truck the town from the northwest and cut 
a hug e swath, leveling brick and frame 
houses alik e, in many instances overtak ing 
and covering tip the unfortunate residents 
before they could effect an escape from their 
shattered dwelling s. 
The number of houses wreck ed will foot 
up between 75 and 100, in addition to which 
the Martin’s Ferry stove work s, a larg o con­ 
cern employ ing over 1U0 men, was almost 
completely ruined. 
The south wall was torn 
completely out and other portions of the 
structure so badly damag ed as to compel the 
entire rebuilding of the work s. 
The Elson 
g lass work s was also badly injured, the 
mold shops being blown down, the pack ing 
houses and factory unroofed, and the walk I 
parti .*y demolished. 
The loss m Clark auumon, just north of 
the w e 
... ¿imply incalculable, fully fifty 
br.ek and frame structures b -mg destroy ed, 
many of them being literally wiped out of 
existence. 
The violence of the storm wa$ 
such that tombstones in Washing ton Grove 
cemetery were torn out of the g round and 
lofty monum-nts snapped off short lik e 
twig s. 
In other portions of the devastated sec­ 
tion the g round for hundreds of y ards 
around was strewn with splintered frag ­ 
ments of household furniture, clothing and 
miscellaneous articles. 
The number of persons iujured will foot 
up in the neig hborhood of twenty or thirty . 
The following is a partial list: James Riley , 
both leg s brok en, internally injured, will 
iRe; Mrs, James Riley , hurt internally ; Mrs. 
A-’S. Wilhelm, caug ht beneath falling walls, 
collar-bone brok en; John Otting er, rig ht 
« houlder brok en; James Lash, injured in­ 
ternally ; Lucy Jordon, arm brok en, splinter 
driven into her side, dang erously hurt; 
John Si nsford, ribs brok en; Mart Davidson, 
head crushed by piece of timber, will die; 
Mrs. Bridg et Duffy , hurt internally ; infant 
daug hter of Charles Summer, hit by a brick 
while in its mother’s arms; James Owen, 
rig ht leg injured. 
The loss will be between $25 0,000 and 
$300, UOO. 
The storm did untold damag e in St. 
Clairesville, the county seat of Belmont 
county , Ohio. 
Six houses were blown down 
and fifty houses unroofed, but fortunately no 
lives were lost. Among the building s totally 
destroy ed were the United 
Presby terian 
church, resid nee of Benjamin Park hurst, 
First National bank , residence of H. C. Wel- 
day , WeUluy ’s hall, dry g oods store of C. 
Troll ¿k Sons. 
The residence and barn of 
Judg e rl homas Cochran, two miles west of 
town were also blown to the g round. 
The 
fair g round was depleted of fences, stands 
and other building s and is entirely desolated. 
At Bartons’ station, four miles north of St. 
Clairesville, a now brick hoi^se was levelled 
to the g round. 
At Paseo, five miles west of this city , on 
the National road, the brick house of A. 
Hink le was demolished and ho was badly 
hurt. 
Larg e tracts of wood in this vicinity have 
not a tree uninjured, while most of thorn oro 
flat on the g round. 
Tho town of Bridg eport, just across the 
river, escaped, as did Wheeling , but a fu­ 
neral was in the cemetery on tho hill top at 
the time, and the carriag es were blown ovor 
and carried ag ainst the trees. 
W kllsvilk , Ohio, April 10.—One of the 
most terrific storms that ever visited this 
section passed over this part of the country 
at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon,doing immense 
damag e. The tornado crossed the Cleveland 
& Pittsburg railroad at Summitville, and 
was accompanied by a hug e waterspout, 
which burst just on the outsk irts of the 
town, destroy ing fences and farm property , 
tearing up trees and prostrating teleg raph 
wires. 
Reports of the damag e done are 
meag er, owing to the wires being down. No 
fatalities so far are reported.

not help them. 
The commission has not y et 
suspended the operation of the short haul 
clause for northern roads g enerally , but one 
United States court (in Oreg on) has held It 
not applicable to an Oreg on 
road, and 
another has ordered a Tex as road in the 
hands of a receiv er to disreg ard that prov i­ 
sion, and no one can g uess what chang es in 
rates may at any time be made by orders of 
courts or the commission. The g eneral effect 
thus far is to larg ely increase cost of trans­ 
portation and to impede or arrest distant 
shipments. 
Western distributing cities find 
that it threatens to transfer much of their 
trade to minor towna 
On the other hand it 
helps some poople. 
Thus, manufacturers 
find near-by mark ets more within their con­ 
trol, and domestic oro producers find foreig n 
iron ore practically excluded 
from many 
points of larg e consumption. 
Considering the embarrassment from un­ 
certainty as to freig hts, accounts of trade are 
surprising ly satisfactory . 
The remark ablo 
activity is clearly connected with the exceed­ 
ing ly plentiful supply of money , which is 
more abundant where somo need was pre­ 
viously reported, while at many points, as at 
Memphis, money was never so abundant be­ 
fore. 
Rates rise to 10 per cent, or 8 to 10 
only at some far western points, or where 
sim ulation rag es, but are unusually moder­ 
ate for tho locality . 
The increase in actual 
circulation of each k ind of monoy from July 
1 to April 1 has been $14,418 ,031 g old coin; 
$4,430,098 in silver dollars, and $2,37 0,45 4 in 
subsidiary silver; total, $21,318 ,5 8 6 in coin. 
Then there is $18 ,001,640 in g old certificates, 
$43,8 14,36 4 in silver certificates, and $19,900,- 
933 in Unitod States notes, ag ainst a decrease 
of $23,07 9,26 8 iu bank notes; not increase in 
paper currency , $5 8 ,037,5 6 9; total increase, 
$7 9,8 36 ,15 5 in coin and paper, or O1^ per cent 
The stimulating effect of such an additional 
amount of currency is every where felt From 
Washing ton news comes that the treasury , 
realizing the risk s of excessive issues, will 
now draw in silver certificates of the larg er 
denominations. 
Speculation in real estate is ram pant in 
Colorado, spreading to cities and towns 
throug hout the state; has caused much lock ­ 
ing up of means in Minnesota and other 
western states; has advanced prices wonder­ 
fully at Philadelphia, and holds prices up, 
thoug h the fever has abated, at Nashville. 
How far such demands will prevent the re­ 
turn of money usual at this season to com­ 
mercial interest is y et in doubt. 
But no 
fear is felt of money g oing abroad, March 
exports of products having been surprising ly 
larg e—$6 ,0 >0,000 more than last y ear in cot­ 
ton, $3,8 >0,000 in breadstuffs, and only $300,- 
000 less in oil. 
The prospect is that exports 
may have exceeded imports that month, 
ag ainst a heavy excess of imports last y ear. 
Recent larg o purchases of stock s on foreig n 
account are reported, but with somewhat 
suspicious ostentation, and foreig n exchang e 
remains strong er than it would naturally be 
if money were coming this way to pay for

commission permit the railroads to mak e 
such rates for the transportation of com­ 
panies and bag g ag e as the roads should see fit, 
for parties of not le3s than ten persons, 
travelling tog ether on one tick et for the 
same destination. 
Under the operation of 
the new law none but the very hig hest or 
lowest class of companies can exist. 
The in­ 
termediate class consisting of from fifteen to 
fifty people can not exist and meet expenses 
under the new law'. 
It simply moans anni­ 
hilation for this class. 
The commission has 
replied to these petitions to the effect that 
it can not dictate to the railroads what 
policy they should pursue. 
The commis­ 
sioners say that no point was presented in 
these petitions over which they bad jurisdic­ 
tion. 
A communication has been received by the 
commission from the executive committee of 
the Chicag o 
freig ht 
bureau 
protesting 
ag ainst the suspension of the long and short 
haul feature; especially as affecting the ter­ 
ritory north of the Ohio and east of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, excepting on Pacific coast 
traffic. 
Various reasons are alleg ed for the 
association’s belief that the law without such 
suspension would be not only best for the 
country at larg o but for the future success­ 
ful operation of tho law in the territory 
named.

Sir William Vern on Harcourt* 
after criticisin g the provision s of the crimes 
bill an d d en oun cin g Churchill an d Chamber- 
lain , d eclarin g that they were even n ow 
eMkin g an allian ce with Parn ell for the pro­ 
motion of their own person al en d s, said re- 
gard in g the taun ts of the govern men t ora­ 
tors that American gold bred an d fostered 
d iscon ten t in Irelan d , that n o on e bad less 
reason to complain of the effects of Ameri­ 
can gold than the lan d lord s, s n ee n o on e got 
more of it than they d id —through their 
ren ts. 
Maj. 8atin d erson said that the Nation al 
league d erived its chief support from d yn a­ 
miters across the Atlan tic. He d id n ot mean 
to say that the Nation al leaguers themselves 
committed acts of blood shed , but they were 
associated with men whom they kn ew to be 
murd erers. 
Healy rose to call Saun d erson to ord er. 
The speaker said he ad mitted the gravity 
of the charges mad e by Maj. Saun d erson , 
but as they could be met in d ebate, ho could 
n ot in terfere at this jun cture. 
Healy said that, regard less of the con se­ 
quen ces, he would say that so far as the re­ 
marks referred to him Saun d ersou was a 
liar.

W. H. Smith moved that Mr. Healy be 
suspen d od . A d ivision upon the motion was 
taken , lesulti. , in its ad option by a vote of 
118 again st 52, an d Healy walked out of the 
house amid h storm of cheers from the Par 
n eilites. 
Saun d erson essayed to resume his 
speech when Thomas Sex ton in sisted upon 
his withd rawal of his offen sive statemen t. 
Saun d erson replied sayin g that Sherid an 
was a in emljer of the league ex ecutive com­ 
mittee, of which Sex ton was also a member. 
Sex ton asked if Saun d erson believed that 
he (Sex ton ) had an y kn owled ge that Sheri 
d an was a murd erer. 
Saun d erson an swered that Shorid an ,again st 
whom a true bill was foun d for complicity in 
the Phoen ix park murd ers, was a member of 
the ex ecutive committee, an d the committee 
must have kn own his character. 
Sex ton —You are a liar an d a coward , an d 
if you was an ywhere but on the floor of this 
house I would ad min ister to you the thrash­ 
in g you d eserve. 
This was more than the house, which for 
some time had been in ten sely ex cited , could 
stan d , an d Sex ton ’s last word s had scarcely 
left his lip3 when a scen e of uproar an d con ­ 
fusion seld om witn essed in a legislative bod y 
took place. Everybod y was on hi 3 feet 
shoutin g an d gesticulatin g an d the speaker 
fran tically appealin g for ord er. The d isor­ 
d er havin g n o d efin ite aim fin ally subsid ed 
an d the speaker requested Saun d erson , Sex ­ 
ton , an d Red mon d to retract their remarks 
which request all three gen tlemen complied 
with. 
A motion was mad e to recall Healy, but 
the speaker would n ot en tertain it, sayin g 
that n othin g could be d on e toward rein stat­ 
in g him un til the n ex t sittin g of the house.

The Russian Far Trade. 
During winter, say s the Lo ndo n 
Times, the peasants o f the no rthern 
pro v inces o f Ko ssia are transfo rmed 
into hunters, and supply the two capi­ 
tals with eno rmo us quantities o f feath­ 
ered aud fur game, captured chief!v by 
means o f nets and snares. 
Simultane­ 
o usly with this supply o f fqo d, 
St. Pe­ 
tersburg and Mo sco w receiv e the furs 
o f Siberia, furnished by the squirrel. 
The Zy rians, a wild 
alo ng t, 
tuia 


srild peo ple dwelling 
le banks o f the Petcho ra, are 
peculiarly ex pert in capturing these 
little animals. 
In certain y ears thev 
appear in such v ast quantities that the 
v illage ro o fs thro ugho ut Viatka are 
roug houc v iatka are 
seen to swarm with them, and ev en in 
ordinary years the sing le district of 
Slobodsk sends to market 300,000 skins. 
At the first appearance of snow the 
Zynan hunters repair to the deepest 
rm — 
recesses of the Petchora forests, 
are g rouped in companies and eq uip 
ped in a strang e costume handed down 
from g enerations and well adapted to 
the chase. 
They build huts at a suita­ 
ble spot, in which they liv e, but hardly 
breathe, so closely are they packed, 
and the whole forms a sort of camp. 
The koulaks, or v illag e speculators, 
buy at v ery low prices the product of 
the hunt and conv ey it to the fair of 
Irbit, which opens on the 1st of Febru- 
ary> and whither the g reat fur mer­ 
chants of the empire send their ag ents. 
The sq uirrel skins are sold there for 
15 copecs each, and from three to six 
millions of them chang o hands at ev ery 
fair. The zibeline fur is sold in g roups 
of 40 skins. 
In 1885 there were exhib­ 
ited for sale at Irbit 150 g roups at the 
rate of 200 rubles a g roup. 
The q uan­ 
tity of other furs was still more con­ 
siderable— 100,000 fox, a like number 
of hare, and 1,500 bear skins, etc. The 
cost of the transport from Irbit to St. 
Petersburg is hig h, and v aries from 4 
to 12 rubles the pood. 
The purchases 
at a fair for the capital amount to 500,- 
000 rubles ev ery winter. 
All these 
furs are deposited in a roug h state at 
the Gostinnof-Dv or; they are thereout, 
cleansed, and div ided into fiv e categ o­ 
ries, each according to q uality. A mul­ 
titude of women are employed in sew­ 
ing the small pieces tog ether. 
For a 
pelisse of zibeline, from forty to eig hty 
of the little animals are g enerally re­ 
q uired, but a pelisse composed only of 
the paws takes four hundred pieces to 
make it. 
The pri e of a g arment of 
this precious fur v aries between 800 
and 7,000 rubles—i. e., between £ 30 
and £ 700. 
Larg e q uantities of fur 
pass throug h St. Petersburg on the 
wav to foreig n marts, especially to the 
fair at Leipsic.

LIFEBOATS DRIVEN BY STEAM. 


Why 8hoHld Oars Always Re Krltml 
Up on In the .Su rf? 
One of th(* su bjects now occu p ying ih* 
attention of the officers in charge of tb 
Jifp saving stations of the United .States is 
the su bstitu tion of some other p ower fo 
p rop elling lifeboats throu gh the su rf than 
the4 rou seles of the crews, exerted throu gh 
long heavy oars. 
The p rop osition t » su b­ 
stitu te steam lau nches for row!>oats is not 
a new op e, hu t no p ractical ntteinp * to 
makJ^thc change has ever been made. 
The ^iro|Motion has simp ly lx*en dis­ 
cu ssed. 
The need of something more 
tru stworthy t%u i oars in the hands of 
men who ore drenched to the skin with 
freezing salt sp ray, and exhau sted, p er­ 
hap s, with a long p u ll from the benc h to 
the wreck, and the exertions of getting 
the sailors from the wreck into the boat, 
is ap p arent to any one who considers the 
su bject. 
Even in a smooth sea it is no 
small task for a crew to force the big two 
ion boat throu gh the water. 
It is likely 
that fora sweep stakes of $ 100 on a p leas­ 
ant day they might row over a three mile 
straightaway cou rse in u n hou r. 
Bu t in 
the face of a winter gale, when men are 
drop p ing from the rigging of a stranded 
vessel into the su rf, and a minu te s delay 
may mean the loss of a hu man life, then 
it is all that the crews can do to make 
any headway. 
To the ordinary observer the constru c­ 
tion of a steam engine, boiler, shaft and 
wheel fit to drive a twenty-five foot boat 
seems a simp le matter, 
it is, in fact, 
easy to build a stanch steam launch <>t 
that size. 
Ru t steam launches are snp - 
p osed to ride over the waves, while a 
iifelxmt 
mu st frequently go 
through 
them. 
Any ordinary sort of a steam 
lx>iler fired by coal would 1m* drowned out 
by the first curler that dropped into the 
lioat. 
But that need not discourage in­ 
ventors who want to u se stealn to drive 
a lifelxxit. 
Sieam hollers can In* heated 
by petroleum or by compressed gas, and 
these fuels, with the ne« *essary air lo 
produce combustion, might be pumjH.il 
into a water tight firebox. 
Nor ra t'd the 
inventors confine themselves to steam en­ 
gines. 
Within a year orTo exceedingly 
compact and powerful engines, operated 
by the <*xplo; ion of crude i» etrolcmn and 
air in tire cylinder of the engine, have 
come into use and are highly recom­ 
mend« *d by those who have used them. 
It is apparent that one of these machines 
could bo adapted to a lifeboat, for Lieut-. 
Zaliiibki at Fort Hamilton proposed to use 
one in the submarine torjMilo lroat- with 
which he is exjxTimenting. Equally easy 
to adapt to the purpose would he sora« * of 
the modem gas engines, in whieh the 
power comes from igniting a quantit;* . f 
illuminating gas mixcil with air, 
A regular lifeboat, decked over at the 
water lint*, 
built with compartments, 
supplied with an iron keel for ballast, 
might be fitted with a steam engine. The 
increase of weight would Ik* an objec­ 
tion, but the increase of speed when 
once she was afloat-, arid the comfort of 
her crew, who would not be required to 
wear themselves out at the oars, and the 
certainty that the lx>at could meet even 
the largest breakers when hacking toward 
ibe beach, and the fuel that tie* compara­ 
tively fresh crew could, if necessary, in 
this the most critical point of the trip, 
get out a couple of oars to help keep the 
boat bows on, are considerations that 
would proliablv outweigh all objections.

Virginia.” as he was familiarly called in 
those days, afterward went to Washoe 
when the great silver discoveries were 
made there, and from him the town of 
Virginia City took its name.
